committee of the school district 
staff, has reviewed the trend in

“As you know, in 1968, we 
were experiencing an average 
growth of about 350 pupils per 
year,” the committee has ex- 
plained.

dent in the same election, that 
he and two candidates for 
trusteeships on the village 
board, will contest the election 
of other candidates of the Civic 
Action Party headed by Thom- 
as Staifcoff. Staicoff has been 
village board president for the 
past eight years. 

Dean said a contest of the 
election of Staicoff as board 
president, and Dr. Dean Ro- 
chester, Loren Madison and 
John Cole as trustees in the 
April 20 election, will be based 
on allegations of irregularities 
in the Pontoon Bach balloting.

Mosquitoes Caused ‘Shakes Enthusiastic Audience 
And Fevers’ But Bottomland 
Mists, Vapors Were Blamed 


Granite Cityans on Aug. 21-28 will observe their city’s 
75th anniversary. Below is the fifth in a series on the history 


of this community. 


The previous article discussed 


the first settler, Dr. 


George Caldwell, who became the first Madison County just- 
ice of the peace, first judge of the county court and first Illi- 
nois state senator from Madison County. 


Still suffering from the ‘‘west- 
ern fever,” he had moved, 
meanwhile, from Edwardsville 
to Movare Terrie (Mauvis 
Terre) on the Illinois River. 

In 1821, he settled in Morgan 
County, where he died on Aug. 
1, 1826. 

Mathew Kerr, a St. Louis 
merchant, acquired the ferry 
landing at Old Venice in 1826 
and replaced John Anthony’s 
skiffs with the Brooklyn, a large 
craft drawn across the river 
by horses stationed on either 
shore. 

He also improved sections 
of the Slough Road which 
led through Six-Mile Prairie 
to Wood River and Alton. 
When Alton\ and the neigh- 

boring region ‘boomed in the 
1830s, Old Venice became a 
major outlet for back-country 
produce. 

Steamboats were then running 
regularly between St. Louis and 
Alton, but the Slough Road and 
the Brooklyn afforded a cheaper 
means of reaching St. Louis 
markets. 


Stockmen, especially, used 
the land route, herding hun- 
dreds of pigs and some cattle 
over it. 

Drivers obtained good food 
and drink at the Western 
House, a large frame tav- 
ern that Joseph Squire built 
near the site of West Gran- 
ite. A post office called Six- 
Mile was opened at the 
Western House in 1837. 


The first printed reference to 
Six-Mile Prairie appeared in 
Gazetteer of Illinois,

by a heavy body of timber. 
Rather unhealthy.” 

The last alluded to the ‘shakes 
and fevers’ which plagued bot- 
tomland residents. 

At this time and for many 
years to come, people generally

Suit Would Bar

Hearing on a petition for an 
injunction to prevent a special 
primary election of nominees 
for the board of trustees of the 
East Side Levee and Sanitary 
District is scheduled at 1:30 
p.m, Wednesday in the St. 
Clair County Circuit Court at 
Belleville. 

A plea for the restraining or- 
der was filed in behalf of the; 
four incumbent members of the 
levee board by John Hoban,| 
Belleville, a levee rict at- 
torney and representative of 
the present board members in 
their trial last fall on miscon- 
duct charges. 

The injunction _ proceeding 
names, Miss Eulalia Hotz, 
Madison county clerk; Daniel 
Ring, St. Clair county clerk, 
and members of the East St. 
Louis Board of Election Com- 
missioner as respondents. They 
are in charge of conducting the 
special primary election set for 
Tuesday, May 4 under an order 
of Governor Richard B. Ogilvie 
who maintains the levee trustee 
posts were automatically vacat- 
ed by conviction of the present 
four members.

Rep. Calvo said the bill, 
which is in the form of an 
amendment to the original 1907 
legislative act establishing the 
levee district as it now is, will 
permit the present territories of 
the district in each of the two 
counties to separate and con- 
tinue operation as separate 
entities, 

The Madison County portion 
of the present levee district is 
made up primarily of Granite 
City, “Nameoki and Venice 
Townships and part of Chou- 
teau Township. 

The St. Clair County sector 
is made up of Canteen, Stites, 
Centreville and most of East 
St. Louis Townships. Separate 
boards of trustees are provided 
for the two districts. 

The legislation was drafted 
by Calvo as the result of grow- 
ing complaints in the Madison 
County sector Of the district 
that the Madison. County area 
has received only minor bene- 
fits from the present district 
while the taxpayers in this area 
are paying a constantly in- 
creasing portion-of levee dis- 
trict. expenses. A group of 
Nameoki Township residents in 
recent months obtained several 
thousand signatures on petitions 
calling for such action. 

Must Share Indebtedness 

The bill which Rep. Calvo 
said he will introduce tomorrow 
provides that the two separated 
districts will pay their propor- 
tionate share of the indebted- 
ness of the district as pre- 
viously constituted, with the 
division of payment based on 
the percentage of the equalized 
assessed valuation of the re- 
spective districts. 

It also provides that property 
now owned by the two-county 
district, both real and personal, 
be divided with each respective 
county area retaining the prop- 
erty Jying within that area. 

The change in the levee dis- 
trict boundaries is effected pri- 
marily by addition of four new 
sections to the 1907 legislation 
upon which the bi-county, di 
trict was founded. 

Section 6, which is an addi- 
tion to the act, specifies: 

“Each of the two districts 
shall elect trustees at the No- 
vember election in 1972, who

SEOUL—“It is a matter of 
life or death with us and I’m 
not sure the Americans under- 
stand this,” said Republic of 
Korea's Prime Minister Chung 
Il Kwon in an interview.

A total of 15,115 persons were 
employed in mid-March by 
reporting firms in the Granite 


-City labor market area, a de- 


crease of 1,456 from the same 
period a year ago, according to 
the Illinois State’ Employment 
Service office here. 

‘A gain was shown over the 
first three-month period of this 
year as January showed an em- 
ployment total of 14,746, and the 
trend for the second three 
months shows some stability 
with an estimated drop of 100. 

Employment in manufactur- 
ing industries totaled 11,136 in 
March, down 804 from a year 
ago, up 125 since January and 
expected to increase 350 by 
June. 

Durable goods industries 
showed an employment of 9,858 
in March, down 715 from a year 
ago, up 183 since January and 
expected to go up 306 by June.

“Look at these,” Chung said, 
pointing to pictures of dead 
Korean agents and of cap 
tured equipment—rubber boats 
made in Japan, radios made in 
the United States, rifles made 
in Red China and other equip- 
ment from Russia. ‘Look at 
these. Every day we get new 
evidence of aggressive inten- 
tions of Kim Il Sung (North 
Korea’s premier).”” 

Chung has the full support of 
his Central Intelligence Agency 
director, Kim Kye Won. 

“The Communists are testing 
the United States on withdraw- 
al of troops,” Kim said. “All 
of these new incidents are 
linked to the U. S. pullout. This 
is a very dangerous time for 
us, particularly when we hear 
from the north that Kim is 
building and building his mil- 
itary machine. Also, he is 
mending his relations with both 
mainland China and Russia 
and is assured of immediate 
help when he decides to in- 
vade us again.” 

North Korea's Kim often has 
expressed publicly his desire to 
“unify Korea by force’? and is 
claimed to have boasted that 
he would be in Seoul on the date 
of his birth date in 1971. His 
birth date was April 15, when 
‘he was 60. 

While this bit of bravado does 
not frighten the South Koreans, 
what they claim are the

“We think by our skin,” 
Chung said, “and that's why 
this is life or death with us. 
We know, for instance, that 
American intelligence in world 
war I and world war Il was 
very expensive but it was not 
always perfect

“Kim Il Sung is in bad 
health. He has kept promising 
his people that it is his life- 
time ambition to unify Korea 
by force. Sooner or later he 
must try to do it.”

Robert Gale Tucker, 27, of 
2513 W. 24th St., was charged 
in a warrant with leaving the 
scene of a fatal accident after 
he surrendered at 2:30 p.m. 
Friday at Missouri Highway 
Patrol headquarters in St. 
Louis County. 


The Granite Cityan told Mis- 
souri State police officers he 
was the driver of a westbound 
auto that crossed the 1-270 me- 
dian, about 200-feet west of 
Highway 67, and struck two 
eastbound vehicles. Tucker fled 
the scene on foot, officers 
charged. 


Killed in the crash was Mrs. 
Patricia Ann Wolkey, , of 
Florissant, Mo., the driver of 
an auto’ struck head-on by 
Tucker’s car, police said. A 
passenger in the Wolkey auto, 
Miss Donna C. Adams, 21, Ha- 
zelwood, Mo., suffered’ multiple 
fractures and lacerations. She 
is in critical condition at Chris- 
tian Hospital Northwest. 


Driver of the second west- 
bound vehicle, Joe Paul An- 
ders, 20, of St. Louis County, 
also’ hospitalized with cuts to 
the face and arms, said the 
Tucker car crossed the grass 
median, struck his station wag- 
on causing it to crash into a 
bridge and burst into flames. 
The Wolkey car, a small for- 
eign-made vehicle, was hit 
head-on immediately afterward. 
Tucker was turned over to 
St. Louis County sheriff's dep: 
uties. 


About 10% of all auto fatali-' 
ties in St. Louis County this 
year were caused by vehicles 
crossing medians and striking 
oncoming traffic.

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Dixon Urges Limitations 
On Claims Against State 


State Treasurer Alan J. Dix- 
on called Friday for legislative 
action “to protect Illinois, from 
uncontrolled claims and unlim- 
ited judgments against the 
State,” which would be per- 
mitted after next Jan. 1 under 
the new State Constitution. 

The charter approved’ by 
voters in November, 1970, abol- 
ishes sovereign immunity in 
Illinois, opening the way to citi- 
zens to sue the State in any of 
the State’s 102 counties, ‘and 
with none of the limitations on 
damages, that now exist. 

The General Assembly re- 
tains the specific right to enact 
limitations and Treasurer Dix- 
on urged in a news conference 
that such action be taken im- 
mediately, “by renewing the 
Status of Illinois’ time-tested 
Court of Claims.” 

Such legislation, he noted, 
would continue protection for 
the State, both in terms of the 
number of claims brought and 
the size of judgments rendered. 
At the same time, Dixon said, 
“it is an equitable means of 
providing citizens the oppor- 
tunity ‘for redress of wrongs on 
the part of government.” 

Face Budget Problems 

The treasurer pointed to Illi- 
nois’ current financial crisis 
“in which we are faced with 
the eminent threat of an out-of- 
balance budget,” and with in- 
creasing demands on already 
limited revenue resources, 

“This is no time to chance 
the crisis our neighboring State 
of Indiana is facing,” he 


warned. With sovereign immu- 
nity recently removed there by 
the Supreme Court, the first 
two judgments have been ren- 
dered through Indiana’s regular 
courts—and total $550,000 with 
another 84 cases already pend- 
ing. 

Treasurer Dixon was for 20 
years a member of the Illinois 
General Assembly, — serving 
Tost recently as Senate Minor- 
ity Whip. He noted today that 
this State has been a recog- 
nized leader through 54 year’s 
experience with the Court of 
Claims, achieving a decent bal- 
ance between private and pub- 
lic equities. 

It is because of the many 
and varied duties of govern- 
ment, he said, in law enforce- 
ment, care of mental patients, 
keeping of prisons, control of 
communicable diseases, traffic 
control and the maintenance of 
highways, parks, and public 
institutions, that some means is 
needed to limit the risks inher- 
ent in government. 

Without controls over the 
amount of damages and a way 
to centralize handling of law 
suits against the State, Dixon 
said, “no realistic State budget 
could be drawn and the opera- 
tion of government itself would 
be jeopardized.” 

The treasurer said his chief 
concern is “that action be 
taken now while time permits 
thoughtful consideration, rather 
than risk a crisis after the 
abolition measure becomes ef- 
fective next January.

Method Unsatisfactory

Evans reports that “there is 
simply not a good correlation 
between a districts’ wealth and 
the number of disadvantaged 
children. The records show 
that some of the richest dis- 
tricts in the state qualify for 
Federal Title I funds on the 
premise of allocating money 
on the basis of disadvantaged 
children. 

“For example,” Evans con- 
tinued, ‘Monticello, Dwight, 
Elkhart, Maple Grove (the 
state's wealthiest elementary 
district) and Joppa, which are 
some of the wealthiest districts

For Women's Rights 


“I’m not so interested in who 
people are willing to sleep 
with as I am in who they are 
willing. to die with,” Ti-Grace 
Atkinson told an audience at 
Southern Illinois _ University- 
Southwestern last week. 

“The church is opposed to 
sex education—it’s opposed to 
women in general, even though 
they don’t say so,’ the feminist 
Sheoretician said. “And the 
American public is really un- 
derestimating the power of the 
church.” 

Asked why she favors abor- 
tion, the talf, long-haired blonde 
Ti-Grace said, “It’s because 
I'm against. millions of women 
being slaughtered by illegal 
abortion.”” ik

“There’s a lot of masquerad- 
ing going on,” she said, She 
called attention to one of her 
dissenters, Father Casimir Gie- 
rut of St. Mary's Catholic 
Church of Bunker Hill, in the 
audience. “I know where he 
stands,” she said. ‘He has on 
his suit and I respect him for 
it. He has a right to be heard.” 
She did not confine her criti- 
cism of the church to any sin- 
gle group. 

“In order to fight the ugli- 
ness in life you have to see 
it,” Miss Atkinson commented 
“Maybe all you see is ugly.” 

Unsure of Success 

Miss Atkinson doesn’t hold 
much hope for the success of 
the movement she so strongly 
champions. “I feel partly  re- 
sponsible for getting other 
women in this movement and 
I’m not sure we'll succeed.” 

“The only thing the move- 
ment has done is give em- 
ploypment to agents—or paid 
pickets,” she said. ‘You 
wouldn’t believe how we've 
helped the unemployment 
problem, 

“We (women) don’t have the 
power to push men unless we 
push together,” she concluded. 
“We have to do whatever we 
do for ourselves.”

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Louis Field as a major terminal 
on a long-range basis. 

A series of maps was 
used to show that the area 
required in the construction 
of the needed 15,000-foot 
parelled runways could dis- 
place more than 50,000 Mis- 
souri residents, could cause 
the elimination of needed 
industries, and would have 
environmental effect on 
about 100,000 persons. 

In transportation news, work 
was resumed on 12 state high- 
way construction projects in St. 
Clair and Madison Counties. 

Harold Gegel, assistant di- 
rector of the State Highway De- 
partment’s district office at 
French Village, credited work 
resumption to a “gentlemen's 
agreement” reached last week 
by contractors, unions, the 
Metro East Labor Council and 
the U.S. Justice Department. 

Unions and contractors agreed 
to have at least 20% minority 
group members in ‘work forces 
on road projects. 

Plans for several recreation- 
al projects in the area were an- 
nounced.

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Reduced Need for Grade School Classrooms 
But Greater Space Squeeze. in Upper Grades 


(Second of two parts) 

In the last issue we began 
a review- of Southern Illinois 
University’s’ past and present. 

With 13,700 students at the 
Southwestern campus and 23,- 
843 at Carbondale, where the 
university began in 1869, SIU 
provides a two-year required 
program of general studies fol- 
lowed by work in three col- 
leges, nine schools (including 
medicine), five institutes and a 
separate department of nurs- 
ing. 

A dental medicine program 
has been approved and is to be 
started on the local campus 
during 1972. The university also 
has extension and adult educa- 
tion divisions and offers. two- 
year associate degree pro- 
grams in 288 fields in a Voca- 
tional-Technical Institute. 

The graduate school of- 
fers master’s degree work 
in 61 fields of study and 
doctor of : philosophy pro- 
grams in 20 areas. The 
fall 1970 enrollment includ- 
ed 5,718 students in grad- 
uate studies. 

Funds for current research 
from government and outside 
sources during the last fiscal 
year totaled $6,100,000. 

Illinois students pay tuition of 
$l17 per quarter and out-of- 
state students pay $398 per 
quarter. Fees, including book 
rental, amount to $48.50 for 
each category of students. 
In-state high school graduates 
ranking in the upper half of 
their classes, or so ranked by 
their score on the university 
entrance examination, are ad- 
mitted in any quarter. 

Those in thé lower half ac- 
ademically may be admitted 
only during the summer quar- 
ter and must maintain a min- 
imum “C” average to continue 
in the fall. 

Out-of-state students must 
rank in the upper 40% of their 
high school classes for regu. 
lar-year admission and can en- 
ter the summer quarter on the 
same conditional basis. 

It is not surprising that 
STU has an international 
flavor. Eight hundred for- 
eign students from more 
than 80 countries and ter- 
ritories are part of its stu- 
dent body. 

More than half of the for- 
eign enrollees are graduate 
students working at the 
master’s and doctoral level. 
In addition to the foreign 
students enrolled at. the uni- 
versity, a mumber at Carbon- 
dale take special work at the 
school’s Center for English as 
a Second Language. 

SIU has 103 major buildings 
and approximately 260 minor 
and temporary buildings on the 
two campuses 
The university 
general classrooms 
teaching laboratories. 
ter figure does not include lab- 
gratories used for pure re- 
search; laboratory space de- 
voted solely to research has 
been measured as 103,441 
square feet. 

The teaching week runs from 
8 a.m. to 10 p.m. on weekdays 
and until noon on Saturdays 

Average classroom use at 
Carbondale, SIU-SW and the 
Vocational - Technical Institute, 
is 34 hours each week 

What about student housing? 

SIU requires that all single 
undergraduate students live in 
“accepted living centers.” 

A residence is so- classified 
when its physical facilities and 
Management pattern provide 
an environment conducive to 
tudy and reflect concern for 
the general welfare of the stu- 
dents. 

‘In addition to university-op- 
erated on-campus _ residence 
halls housing 5,800 Carbondale 
¢ampus undergraduates, there 
are more than 960 approved 
$tudent;housing units off cam- 
pus. The university also oper- 
ates apartments for married 
$tudents, including 248 apart- 
ments at SIU-SW. 

: Southern has social fraterni- 
fies and sororities, more than 
30 honorary and_ professional 
Student organizations and a 
social-recreation program for 
éach residence center.

Facilities of the University 
Center buildings are available 
for all students, as are outdoor 
recreation, an intra-school ath- 
letic program and a diversified 
performing arts program. 

Educational missions are 
operated by SIU in South 
America and Asia under 
contracts with the federal 
government and the United 
Nations. 

A Center for Vietnamese 
Studies, located at Carbon- 
dale, is supported by the 
Agency for International 
Development. 

A student delegation attended 
the April 16 SIU board meet- 
ing at Carbondale to urge’ re- 
moval of the Vietnam study 
center from the campus, 
threatening “acts of non-violent 
civil disobedience and disrup- 
tion.””

153 
full-time staff members, 349 
part-time academic, 37 part- 
time staff and 849 civil service. 

r statistics at Carbon- 
dale are a 5,010 total and 1,367 
full-time academic, 246 full- 
time staff, 1,317 part-time ac- 
ademic, 180 part-time staff and 
1,900 civil service 

Students employes through 
out the university average 5,- 
000 per quarter. 

The 37,543 students in 1970-71 
compare with 11,394 in 1959-61, 
14,628 in 1961-63, 18,210 in 1963- 
65, 24,502 in 1965-67, 27,788 in 
1967-69 and 35,154 in the 1969- 
70 fiscal year. 

For the 1959-61 through 1967- 
69 bienniums, improvement ap- 
propiations and operating ‘funds 
have totaled $6 million and $32 
million, $53 million and $42 mil- 
lion, $2 million and $57 million, 
$3. million and $85,834,279 and 
$13 million and $115 million. 

Construction and operating 
figures were $13 million and $85 
million in 1969-70 and $11 mil- 
lion and $92 million for the pre- 
sent year. 

A 20-year comparison 
dramatizes the growth in 
even more startling fashion. 
October payroll, for ex- 
ample, was $213,942 in 1950 
and $6,055,056 in 1970. 
Full-time graduate and un- 

dergraduate students rose from 
3,141 to 37,543 (including a gain 
in graduate students from 309 
to 5,718), faculty members and 
assistants grew from 315 to 
4,287 and degrees awarded from 
638 to 5,900. 

The operating budget totaled 
$5,200,634 in 1949-51 and $92,- 
623,278 in 1970-71. 

Outside research grants rose 
from $90,293 to $6,111,048 during 
the two decades and the over- 
all value of land, buildings and 
equipment soared from §$9,- 
095,539 to $235,193,396.

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Bill Being Introduced to Divide Levee 
District, Create New Quad-City Agency 


The news pages today disclose plans for 
introduction tomorrow of a General Assembly 


bill to divide the Madison County and St. Clair 
County portions of the East Side Levee & San- 
itary District and create a separate Quad-City 
area levee district. 


It merits passage because, virtually 
throughout the 64-year history of the district, 
there has been a massive collection of property 
tax funds from the Quad-Cities without corre- 
sponding expenditures here for levee and ‘drain- 
age improvements. 

Some helpful work was carried out, but 
the main emphasis was on attainment of East 
St. Louis political goals. Abuses included block- 
ing legislative attempts to force reasonable pur- 
chasing, contracting and hiring procedures while 
simultaneously trying to sneak through bills au- 
thorizing unlimited non-referendum bonding 
authority. 

Principal objections to the division of the 
district have come from the East St. Louis area. 

One suggestion has been that, instead of 
two smaller districts, there should be one large 
district encompassing not only the present area 
but a much larger territory. The weakness of 
such planning is the reluctance of property 
owners in bluff area communities to take on an 
additional tax burden. 

Another suggestion is that the present 
levee district somehow be abolished, with re- 
sponsibilities instead taken over by the U. S. 
Army Corps of Engineers or some other group. 
This sounds good but there has been no solid 
indication that the Engineer Corps or other 
agencies would be willing. Certainly, if they de- 
cide to assume levee-drainage district dut 
they could do so just as well from twin districts 
as from the present East St. Louis-Quad-Cities 
district. 

What the division would achieve is contin- 
ued services and the assurance that the two 
separate, dissimilar geographic areas could to 
a considerable degree go their own way, plan- 
ning and administering projects that their con 
stituents want and pay for. Adequate agree- 
ments on overlapping drainage lines and on 
division of existing debt would not be major 


The best-laid plans sometimes have to be 
changed. . 
It is understandable that the Granite City 
school board is reviewing its proposals for ac- 
commodating junior high school and high 
school students during the 1970s. 
nrollment this year for all grades totals 
two youngsters less than a year ago. An in- 
crease of 97 is projected for the coming fall, 
but the trend of the last several years differs 
sharply from the situation which prevailed for 
many years—a consistent yearly gain of 300 
to 600 in the number of Community Unit 
School District Nine pupils. 

The temporary plateau, on the surface, 

fies planning for the provision of physical 

ies. 

However, the size of each age group with- 
in the total varies. As a result, there is less need 
for elementary classrooms than had been an- 
ticipated, but the squeeze,on secondary school 
space is intensifying. 

The current school building program—an 
Old Alton Road elementary school and a com- 
bined junior high and grade school at Mary- 
ville Road and Highway 203—was logical at 
the time it was planned. 

With the decreased pressure on primary 
and intermediate facilities but a real problem 
in accommodating the upper grades, a revision 
of the previous planning may prove to be the 
most economical course. 

Instead of converting Coolidge Junior 
High School to high school usage and grouping 
all ninth through twelfth graders at the single 
GCHS-Coolidge campus, it would be justifiable

A ten-year comparative summary of Gran- 
ite City Steel Co. finances, restated to reflect 
the acquisition of Central States Steel on a par- 
tial pooling-of-interest basis, shows the trend 
which formed the background of the April 19 
decision to merge Granite City Steel and its 
subsidiaries into the National Steel Corp. of 
Pittsburgh. 

With dividends of $1:40 per share. of 
common stock paid yearly, primary earnings 
per share were $2.06 in 1961, followed by 
$1.69, $1.53, $2.55, $2.34 and $2.39 in 1966. 
Earnings dropped to $1.27 in 1967, when the 
$1.40 dividend pattern was continued; to a loss 
of $1.51 in 1968, when the dividend was 65 
cents; and to 32 cents in 1969 and 76 cents in 


1970. No dividends were paid during the past _ 


two years. 

Dividends are essential if stockholders are 
to be rewarded for their investment and if a 
company is to be able to attract capital for fu- 
ture capital improvements. 

Unless earnings exceed the interest which 
can be obtained from guaranteed investments, 
there is little incentive to buy stocks, whose 
value fluctuates almost daily. The proportion 
earned on sales during the 1961-70 period was 
6.1%, 5.1%, 4.5%, 6.5%, 5.8%, 6.1%, 3.7%, 
none, 0.9%, in]969 and 1.8% in 1970. 

Granite City Steel has many strengths 
which this brief comparison fails to show.

One of those scientists was 
Dr. Chauncey D. Leake, 74- 
year-old medical historian, phy- 
siologist and pharmacologist, 
and lively Grey Eminence of 
the University of California 
Medical School. 

Leake does not believe that 
the life span of man can be in- 
creased effectively. 

There is one gigantic 
hurdle — the inability of 
some parts of the body to 
repair themselves or regen- 
erate, And the big one is 
the brain. 

When a person is a year 
old or so, he has the brain 
that he’ll have for the rest 
of ‘his life. It will consist 
of about 10 billion cells and 
it will grow no more. 

However, those cells start 
diminishing almost at the 
minute of birth — and hu- 
mans lose brain cells at the 
rate of 50,000 a day for the 
rest of their lives. Cosmic 
radiation, chemical ‘free 
radicals,” bad whisky, what- 
ever. 


25 Years Ago 


Okay. At that rate, your 
brainpower fades to the tune of 
18 million-plus cells a year, or 
a little over a billion’ by the 
time you are 60. Only 10% 
loss. 

But multiply this one conse- 
quence of aging over more and 
more years and what, asks 
Leake, do you have? ‘What's 
the use of having a longer life 
if it's of no particular satisfac- 
tion?”” 

Leake believes that man 
has to shuffle off the psy- 
chological coils that have 
bound him since the dawn 
of aspiration — the desire 
to want more. 

If he can adjust to a 
psychology of “decrease,” 
Leake thinks, he can go it 
quite well on Spaceship 
Earth, 

He is comforting in that he 
seems to think it’s possible: 

“We can look forward to a 
more satisfying life rather than 
a longer one. We can control 
our conditioning for worthy 
satisfactions.”

Challenges Prefabricated Homes 


To the Editor: 


On April 19, the Granite City 
Council passed an ordinance to 
allow construction of 124 Sec- 
tion 235 homes at the Intersec- 
tion of Maryville Road and 
Terminal Avenue, 


The following is how the 
votes were cast: For — Nonn, 
Whitmer, Basarich, Boyd, Dal- 
las, Robertson, Poulos, Green, 
Morlen and Dawes. Against — 
Parmley, Schuler and Moer- 
lien, 


What are the requirements 
for a 235 home owner? 


Using as an example a ‘hus- 
band, wife and two children, 
the combined annual income 
cannot be greater than approx- 
imately $7,000. The purchaser 
is required to make a $200 
down payment, Monthly pay- 
ments are then subsidized by 
the government. 

Several points of argument 
were presented against pas- 
sage of this ordinance: 

1. The prefabricated homes 
are not constructed in Granite 
City. Therefore, they would not 
utilize the city's labor force. 

2. It takes a minimum num- 
ber of craft unions for erection 
because the homes are prefab- 
ricated. 

3. The construction would 
cost the city $36,000-plus to an- 
nex the land before Maryville 
Road is completed, If the city 
would wait until after construc- 
tion of Maryville Road, there 
would be no such cost incurred. 

4. Thé city has its fair share 
of low-cost housing. 

5. Low-cost housing does not 
attract people with average 
purchasing power, resulting in 
a smaller gain for retail estab- 
lishments, 

6. Skilled 


labor, which will 


not be attracted, is.a necessity 
to attract industry. 

Purchasing power was dis- 
cussed and Mr.’ Nonn’s com- 
ment was that we should not 
deprive poor people of a place 
to live, I agree witha on 
this point. a? 

The city has made accommo- 
dations to house the not-so- 
affluent and should also look at 
the other side of the picture— 
to house the affluent. 

The purchasing power of the 
city’s. inhabitants is a good por- 
tion of the city’s economy. 

Mr. Basarich wagasked how 
much labor it would take to 
build a 235 home. His answer 
was that he is not a construc- 
tion man and didn’t know. 

It only seems proper that the 
City Council should look after 
the local labor force and make 
attempts to approve projects 
that will utilize a greater por- 
tion of the city’s manpower. 

Construction of a convention- 
al-type home would give the 
city: 

1, Greater use of 
force. 

2. People with greater pur- 
chasing power to bolster retail 
firms. 

3. Skilled labor for industry. 
‘4. The additional tax base 
that the city desires. 

5. Proper utilization of land. 

6. Sound economic growth. 

The ordinance passed was a 
vote against the above items. 
It seems that the council has 
voted in favor of a profit. 
making program at the ex- 
pense of the city. 5

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Book Review--Laymen Can Grasp 
‘Between Capitalism, Socialism’ 


Between Capitalism and So- 


cialism: Essays in Political 
Economics. By Robert L. Heil- 
broner, Random House, New 
York. $7.95, clothbound; $1.95, 
paperbound. 

This book constitutes a not 
unusual “once-over-lightly” by 
Robert L. Heilbroner . . . but is 
nevertheless interesting to one 
who does not have the time to 
become enmeshed in a deep 
and penetrating study of the 
science of economics. 

Consisting of a collection of 
essays, with a useful alphabeti- 
cal index, the volume is the lat- 
est in a series. 

The author is attempting to 
transform economics from a 
dismal science “only for econo- 
mic majors” into an exciting 
one.that even laymen can com- 
prehend. 

“Between Capitalism and 
Socialism” touches on the 
race revolution, on social 
revolution, on the ecological 
challenge, on the impact of 
technology, on the psycho- 
logy of acquisition, on anti: 
Americanism, on Marxism, 
on the views of A. A. Berle 
and J. K. Galbraith . . . 
and much more. 

Marx comes off rather badly 
in the essay titled “Technolo 
gical Determinism,” as does 
Russia. 

The question is posed: “Did 
the machine-age give us society 
with the industrial capitalist, 
or with the industrial man- 


ager?" One reviewer feels this 
may be splitting hairs. 

In his essay “The Anti-Ameri- 
can Revolution,” the author 
points out the difficulty that 
needlessly arises in deciding 
which foreign revolutionary 
government to support and 
which to disavow. 

He deplores ‘the fact that the 
foreign policy of the United 
States has too often aided the 
regime that is out to oppress 
people, and opts for a ‘more 
humanitarian policy: 

Indeed, if such a pragmatic 
and non-interventionist policy 
could be pursued in the future, 
a kind of victory could yet be 
snatched from the otherwise 
pointless and hideous sacrifices 
of the Vietnam war. 

In the essay titled “Marxism 
Restated. and Reviewed:” 

“This leads me to my final 
point: Marxism is an effort to 
discover causality in the train 
of history. I cannot refrain from 
noting as well another theologi- 
cal attribute of Marxism in its 
horror of money and exchange 
which so resembles that of the 
Church Fathers contemplating 
sexuality.”

Paul Brown. of Kansas City, 
Mo., when she planned a human 
relations program featuring a 
panel of women, one Jewess, 
one Catholic, one Negro and one 
Protestant. The panel was 
flooded with questions after de- 
livering a program which pre- 
sented a unique and different 
approach to the problem.

The MetroEast Panel of 
American Women has a group 
of 22 panelists from Granite 
City, Edwardsville and Alton. 
The Jocal panel was started last 
year by Mrs. Sylvia Cross of 
Granite City, who has since 
moved to Kansas. Her duties 
as coordinator have been as- 
sumed by Mrs. Ancelee Arst 
and Mrs. Eleanor Friedman of 
Alton. 

Quad-City women who are ac- 
tive panelists are Mesdames 
Ellen Ehlert, Marie Gordon, 
Ruth Lamb, Fern Thomas and 
Janet Wilson, all of Granite 
City, and Mrs. Hazel Smith of 
Madison. 

The Panel of American Wom- 
én fights prejudice in a person- 
al way by telling their own 
story.

After sharing. such exper- 
iences the panel's moderator | 
opens a discussion of questions 
from the audience. Panelists 
answer them simply and with| 
specific examples from their | 
own lives.

Aldermen OK ‘75 Meeting Fee; 
Paid if Absent in Some Cases 


Granite City aldermen have 
incerased their meeting fees to 
$75 per meeting and approved 
certain conditions under which 
an alderman may be absent 
and still collect his salary. 

The increased per diem will 
apply, however, only to the 
salaries’ of those aldermen 
elected in the April 6 city elec- 
tion, whose new terms will be- 
gin May 3. Under state law, 
compensation for elected offi- 
cials cannot be changed in 
mid-term. 


The $75 fee is a $25 increase 
from the $50 per meeting which 
has been received by council 
members in the past, Those al- 
dermen whose terms did not 
expire this year will continue to 
receive the $50 fee until May 
1973. Aldermen elected in April 
1973 will begin receiving the 
higher salary at the beginning 
of their terms. 

The increase means_ that 
seven of the aldermen—those 
elected in April 6—may receive 
total compensation of $270 per 
month for attending the three 
regularly scheduled council 
meetings each month. The 
council meets regularly on the 
first, third and fourth Mondays 
of each month. 

Receive Expense Funds 

The aldermen eligible for the 
increase during the new term 
beginning next month receive 
$75 per meeting for the three 
sessions, or a total of $225. Al- 
dermen also receive a flat ex- 
pense allowance of $25 per 
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month which would bring- the 
total to $250. 

In Granite City the aldermen 
also make up the town board 
which conducts two meetings 
each month. These meetings 
are held immediately prior to 
the regular council meetings on 
the first and third Mondays of 
the month and customarily re- 
quire only a few minutes for 
approval of claims and vouch- 
ers. 

For participating in the two 
town meetings, the aldermen 
receive a per diem fee of $10 
per meeting from the township, 
or a total of $20, bringing their 
total meeting fees and expenses 
to $270 per month. 

The ordinance setting the new 
aldermen’s -fee specifies that 
“each alderman shall be allow- 
ed two absences in each fiscal 
year which shall be paid him 
at this rate.” 


It sets out also that “each, 
alderman may miss additional 


meetings, other than the two 
meetings hereinabove specified, 
if such alderman can show due 
cause for such additional ab- 
sence, such \as illness of the al- 
derman, serious illness of a 
member of the alderman’s im- 
mediate family, a death in the 
alderman’s immediate family, 
a temporary change in the al- 
derman’s private employment, 
or other like cause.” 
Nonn Amends Bill

It also pointed out that Gran- 
ite City recently reduced its 
eight city wards to seven 
wards, eliminating two alder- 
men and thereby cutting the 
aldermanic fee costs by $4,680. 

It said also that the cost of 
living since March 1967 has in- 
creased from 98.9 to 119.4 as of 
March 1971, and that the city 
has increased all city employ- 
es’ direct wages approximately 
42.5% since 1967, not including 
fringe benefits.

German Heritage Is Still Much in 
Evidence to Tourists at Columbia

Gently rolling farmlands and 
prim, white-washed brick cot- 
tages hug the highway in evi- 
dence of the predominantly 
German ancestry of the inhabi- 
tants of Columbia, Ill. 

A community of 4,000 people, 
Columbia is located on Illinois 
Routes 3 and 158 and U. S. By- 
pass 50. Although the quiet re- 
sidential suburb is within 20 
minutes of the hustle and bustle 
of downtown St. Louis, it still 
retains a quaint, old world 
charm. 

The people of Columbia are 
proud of their German heritage 
and want everyone in the met- 
ropolitan St. Louis area to know 
it. 

In 1961, they inaugurated a 
street festival with a German 
flavor to draw attention to their 
community. That year the ev- 
ent, called the Strassenfest, at- 
tracted an estimated 1,500 peo- 
le, 

In 1969, the Strassenfest drew 
a crowd of 75,000 to 90,000 peo- 


ple. 
Lively Festival 

What is the Strassenfest? 
First, it is people: people get- 
| ting together and having a good 
time eating German dinners of 
| knockwurst, bratwurst and po- 
tato pancakes and washing it 
down with that popular German 
drink — beer. 

The Strassenfest is plenty of 
live entertainment furnished by 
the community. 

There are the Columbia 
Strassenfest Singers and Danc- 
ers; the Strassettes, a dance 
group which promotes the 
Strassenfest; the Waterloo (a 
|neighboring town) German 
Band: Waterloo Barbershop- 
pers; and the everpopular 
Deutschmeister Brass Band, to 
mention a few of the folks who 
enliven jit 

Polka bands and drum and 
bugle corps are featured. There 
is even a teenage dance sched- 
uled each night to keep the 
young people happy. 
| And if you don’t care to 
dance, there is plenty of room 
|to sit and listen to the music 
| and watch the festivities.
